‘‘All au thorities on home canning 
adv ise that non-acid v eg etables 
be 
canned by processing 
(cooking 
in 
jars) in a steam pressu re cooker be­ 
cau se a pressu re cooker is the only 
hou sehold u tensil that can retain a 
mu ch hotter than boiling 
tempera­ 
tu re. Hig h temperatu res are desirable 
when canning 
beans, peas, 
corn, 
g reens, etc., bceau se 
they 
insu re 
more certain destru ction of bacter­ 
ia and becau se the canning can be 
done more qu ickly . Bu t,” say s Glad­ 
y s Kimbrou g h, Home 
Serv ice 
Di­ 
rector of Ball 
Brothers 
Company , 
who heartily approv es u sing a pres­ 
su re cooker whenev er possible, “ the 
time is at hand when we mu st 
be 
practical. Don’t worry if y ou can’t 
bu y a pressu re cooker for su rely y ou 
can find a wash boiler, 
lard 
can, 
baby bath tu b or some deep contain­ 
er in which water can be boiled. Tack 
a few strips of wood tog ether 
to 
make a rack or platform to hold the 
jars abou t one-half inch 
from 
the 
bottom of the container. Find some­ 
thing , ev en if it has to be a board, 
to u se as a lid. Then y ou will hav e a 
water-bath canner for those Victory 
g arden v eg etables. 
“ You are afraid to eat v eg etables 
canned that way ? Nonsense! 
A 
lot 
of folks who say a water bath can’t 
be u sed were raised on v eg etables 
canned by that method. Bu t let's g et 
three thing s clear before we g o any 
fu rther: first, there hav e been a few 
instances of poisoning from 
eating 
canned v eg etables; second, all 
su ch 
dang er can be av oided by boiling the 
canned v eg etables 15 minu tes before 
tasting or serv ing — they shou ld 
be 
re-boiled before serv ing if left ov er 
from one meal to the nex t; third, a 
pressu re cooker is not a g u arantee 
ag ainst spoilag e. There will be spoil­ 
ag e if the pressu re g au g e reg isters 
too low or if poor ju dg ment is u sed 
in the selection, 
preparation, 
and 
packing food into the jars. And do 
not let any body tell y ou otherwise. 
“Now back to the water bath. The 
water shou ld be steaming bu t not 
boiling when the jars are lowered 
into it and deep enou g h to cov er the 
tops of the jars two or more inches. 
No, water won’t g et into the jars if 
directions are followed. The water 
shou ld be brou g ht to boiling as qu ick­ 
ly as possible and kept boiling stead­ 
ily throu g hou t the canning period. 
“Any jar su itable for u se in home 
canning (and only those with names 
lettered on them are su itable) may 
be u sed for water bath 
processing . 
Mason jars may be sealed with one 
piece zinc cap and ru bber— if y ou 
can find the caps—iwith 
g lass 
top 
seal or with two-piece v acu u m seal 
caps. Glass top seal closu res 
and 
v acu u m caps seal on the top edg e 
of the jar, therefore it is necessary 
to make su re the top edg es of 
the 
jars are ev en, smooth, and perfect in 
ev ery respect. The bands are screw­ 
ed down tig ht on the v acu u m seals 
as soon as the jars are filled to with­ 
in from one to one-half inch of the 
top, and shou ld not 
be 
tig htened 
ag ain. Zinc caps are screwed down 
on the ru bber bands and then loos­ 
ened slig htly . Bands for g lass 
top 
seals are screwed down 
and 
then 
loosened. This tig htening and loos­ 
ening is calletP^partly sealing ’ and 
shou ld alway s be done before 
jars 
are placed in a canner. Seals 
are 
completed by 
tig htening 
caps or 
bands immediately after processing . 
“ Then there is the jar with a g lass 
lid and ru bber ring held 
in 
place 
with wires— it is ideal for canning , 
especially when fitted 
with 
hig h- 
tension, stretch-proof, steel wire. 
It 
is partly sealed before and complete­ 
ly sealed after processing . 
“ These who select v eg etables that 
are y ou ng , tender, and rig ht ou ^ of 
the g arden, and waste no time 
in 
washing them clean, 
cooking 
them 
fiv e to ten minu tes, and pou ring in­ 
to clean, hot jars 
and 
processing 
immediately , will liv e to lau g h at 
those who say it can’t be done. It is 
the Cans, not the Can’ts, who 
are 
g oing to win the war on both home 
and battle front.”

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“Renegotiation” 
Might Tou ch You 


Under no other circu mstances is 
the fine spirit of neighborly co­ 
operation shown to better adv antage 
in a ru ral commu nity than in the 
case of fire or other calamity . This 
friendly spirit is not based u pon per­ 
sonal interest, bu t u pon the deep 
sy mpathy that ju st natu rally arises 
in case of disaster. Of cou rse, there 
is a personal interest if the fire 
threatens ou r own property , bu t we 
like to think this u nity of spirit in 
ou r ru ral life is ty pical of America. 
There is this same commu nity of 
interest between indu stry , labor and 
agricu ltu re, althou gh sy mpathy for 
each other’s trou bles seldom comes 
to the su rface. 
Ev ery farm er knows that his best 
m arket for the produ ce of his farm 
is ou r local domestic market. 
He 
depends u pon this domestic m arket 
to consu me ov er 9 0 per cent of what 
ou r American farms produ ce each 
y ear. 
If any thing happens to his 
domestic market, like the depression 
and loss of employ ment in the early 
thirties, agricu ltu re is at once af­ 
fected. 
On the other hand, if. any ­ 
thing happens to the bu y ing power of 
agricu ltu re, indu stry is hu rt ju st as 
badly . 
Right now congress is considering 
the renegotiation of all gov ernment 
contracts. 
The law was passed on 
April 28, 19 42. 
Some people are 
u rging that these new renegotiation 
bu reau s shou ld ex amine contracts 
made long 
before the law wras 
passed. 
Take the case of a contract made 
in 19 40. 
The work has been done 
and paid for; tax es hav e been paid 
to the gov ernment on the profits, if 
any ; labor has been paid and the 
money balance distribu ted either in 
repairs to plant or perhaps paid in 
div idends to stockholders. 
Da ng er o f Retro a ctiv e Mea sures. 
Suppo se tha t sa me thing ha ppened 
to o ur lo ca l sto re, o r ev en to o ur 
fa rmers themselv es. 
Suppo se the 
prices we receiv ed fo r o ur cro ps, o r 
the co nserv a tio n pa y ments by the 
g o v ernment fo r 19 41 o r 19 40 were 
suddenly to be “ reneg o tia ted.” Ev ­ 
ery fa rmer ha s either fed o ut o r 
so ld his cro p, purcha sed new ma ­ 
chinery o r perha ps pa inted the ba rn, 
o r bo ug ht a new dress fo r his wife. 
If, under a retro a ctiv e la w, he were 
suddenly put up a g a inst the threa t 
o f reneg o tia tio n, a ll o f his credit, a nd 
perha ps ev en his inv estment wo uld 
be disturbed. 
No one wants u nfair profits o r ex ­ 
cessiv e div idends ou t o f wa r con­ 
tracts. Inv estigation has shown that 
ov er 9 5 per cent o f indu stry a nd 
bu siness made no ex cessiv e pro fits 
ou t o f the war. Certainly no fa rm­ 
ers hav e receiv ed ex cessiv e prices 
for fa rm crops. 
No w Is the Time fo r Unity 
We want to get on with this wa r. 
We mu st hav e u nity . Unity is based 
u pon mu tu al confidence in ou r gov ­ 
ernment and in each other. We are 
all looking forward to a retu rn of 
peace after the war has been won. 
We will then want to resu me ou r 
domestic m arkets, replace worn-ou t 
farm machinery and resu me ou r 
normal trade relationships. 
Indu s­ 
try and bu siness will need all of 
their 
American 
ingenu ity 
and 
strength to prov ide jobs which, in 
tu rn, fu rnish ou r domestic m arket 
after the war. 
Tru e, renegotiation at present is 
applied only to indu stry and con­ 
tracts with the gov ernment. Bu t we 
all recognize the good old American 
principle that what is sau ce for the 
goose is sau ce for the gander. 
If business co ntra cts ca n be re­ 
neg o tia ted under a la w pa ssed lo ng 
a fter the business co ntra cts were 
ma de, ho w a bo ut the sa nctity o f o ur 
o wn co ntra cts? 
Ju st now the fire seems far from 
ou r own neighborhood, bu t if we look 
closely , ou r domestic markets, both 
now and after the war, are inv olv ed. 
We can well take time off to show 
a little neighborly spirit and help 
pu t ou t the fire.

U. S . T rea su ry Dep a rtm en t 


Today ’s problem 
of 
manpower 
means as mu ch to the farm er with 
one hired hand, or the merchant with 
a single clerk, as it does to the in­ 
du strialist who employ s a thou sand 
persons. 
It is all a m atter of pro­ 
portion. 
The war program has reached 
su ch a stu pendou s size that the 
proper distribu tion of manpower as­ 
su mes as mu ch importance as the 
right u se of steel, oil, ru bber, or 
any 
other essential 
material or 
produ ct. 
It has been su ch a short time 
^ince there was more manpower 
than indu stry and agricu ltu re cou ld 
absorb that we may be a bit slow 
in waking u p to the fact that today 
each man and woman who can be 
u sed to help in the battle of produ c­ 
tion is needed, and needed badly . 
For the benefit, then, of ’farmers 
whose crops and liv estock will su f­ 
fer this y ear if manpower is not re­ 
plenished; for the benefit of the 
armed serv ices which hav e set their 
sights at possibly 10 million in u ni­ 
form before 19 44; for the benefit of 
the factories which mu st tu rn ou t 
ammu nition, shoes, clothing, su p­ 
plies and processed foods in ev er- 
increasing q u antities for fighters, ci­ 
v ilians and allied nations, a carefu l 
stock-taking of manpower is re­ 
q u ired. 
Where Ma npo wer Is Wa sted 
Ou r new Congress mu st make 
su re that those in charge of this 
task, in Washington, cast abou t to 
see where able-bodied people are 
beir.g needlessly employ ed. And in 
that city of Washington these au ­ 
thorities are now ru bbing elbows 
with thou sands of clerks, au ditors, 
stenographers and others who cou ld 
be u sed elsewhere withou t interfer­ 
ing with the war effort in any meas­ 
u re. 
Recent figu res showed that there 
were 2,6 06 ,3 00 persons on the civ il­ 
ian pay roll of the federal gov ern­ 
ment. 
This is not only a million 
more than were in ou r armed forces 
in foreign lands at the time the 
President made his address at the 
opening of the present Congress, bu t 
it is three times as many as were 


on the gov ernment’s civ ilian pay roll 
du ring the first World War. 
Of 
cou rse this is a bigger war, bu t 
that only fu rnishes an ev en greater 
reason why the gov ernment shou ld 
lead in conserv ing manpower for 
ou r farm s and factories. 
The “ Reneg o tia tio n” La w 
A single measu re, introdu ced in 
Congress last y ear, wou ld req u ire 
thou sands of new pay rollers to carry 
ou t its prov isions. 
This was the 
act prov iding that the Army , Nav y 
and Maritime commission shou ld 
each check its war contracts so that 
renegotiation cou ld be demanded in 
cases of ex cessiv e charges. 
The pu rpose of this legislation—to 
make su re that the gov ernment was 
not pay ing too mu ch for its m ateri­ 
als and su pplies—was not q u es­ 
tioned. Bu t the proposed method of 
rechecking all war contracts called 
for the hiring of su ch a large nu m­ 
ber of new federal employ ees that 
amendments to the bill were q u ickly 
demanded. 
Althou gh the bill has been re­ 
written and amended, it still places 
u pon the Army , Nav y and Mari­ 
time commission so mu ch of the re­ 
sponsibility for re-ex amining their 
contracts that thou sands of new au ­ 
ditors and accou ntants wou ld be 
needed. 
This v iolates the principle 
that u nited war effort calls for the 
placing of ev ery av ailable man and 
woman in produ ctiv e work, at the 
same time helping to keep the tax ­ 
pay ers’ federal load as light as pos­ 
sible, consistent with wartime de­ 
mands. 
An acceptable amendment to this 
law—-not y et adopted—wou ld lea v e 
jt to the Department of Internal 
Rev enu e to u ncov er instances of ex ­ 
cess profit. 
By u sing this estab­ 
lished checking sy stem, the other 
departments wou ld not hav e to hire 
ex tra people to wade throu gh the 
9 5 per cent or more of war contracts 
which are honestly and conscien­ 
tiou sly ex ecu ted. 
Here is bu t one ex ample of how 
manpower can 
be conserv ed 
in 
these day s when the efforts of all 
mu st be directed toward winning 
the war.

“ All authorities on home canning 
advise th at non-acid vegetables 
be 
canned by processing 
(cooking 
in 
jars) in a steam pressure cooker be­ 
cause a pressure cooker is the only 
household utensil that can retain a 
much hotter than boiling 
tem pera­ 
ture. High tem peratures are desirable 
when canning 
beans, 
peas, 
corn, 
greens, etc., bceause 
they 
insure 
more certain destruction of bacter­ 
ia and because the canning can be 
done more quickly. But,” says Glad­ 
ys Kimbrough, Home 
Service 
Di­ 
rector of Ball 
Brothers 
Company, 
who heartily approves using a pres­ 
sure cooker whenever possible, “ the 
time is at hand when we m ust 
be 
practical. Don’t worry if you can’t 
buy a pressure cooker for surely you 
can find a wash boiler, 
lard 
can, 
baby bath tub or some deep contain­ 
er in which w ater can be boiled. Tack 
a few strips of wood 
together 
to 
make a rack or platform to hold the 
jars about one-half inch 
from 
the 
bottom of the container. Find some­ 
thing, even if it has to be a board, 
to use as a lid. Then you will have a 
w ater-bath canner for those Victory 
garden vegetables. 
“ You are afraid to eat vegetables 
canned that way? Nonsense! 
A 
lot 
of folks who say a w ater bath can’t 
be used were raised on vegetables 
canned by that method. But let's get 
three things clear before we go any 
further: first, there have been a few 
instances of poisoning from 
eating 
canned vegetables; second, all 
such 
danger can be avoided by boiling the 
canned vegetables 15 minutes before 
tasting or serving— they should 
be 
re-boiled before serving if left over 
from one meal to the next; third, a 
pressure cooker is not a guarantee 
against spoilage. There will be spoil­ 
age if the pressure gauge registers 
too low or if poor judgm ent is used 
in the selection, 
preparation, 
and 
packing food into the jars. And do 
not let anybody tell you otherwise. 
“ Now back to the w ater bath. The 
water should be steam ing but not 
boiling when the jars are lowbred 
into it and deep enough to cover the 
tops of the jars two or more inches. 
No, w ater won’t get into the jars if 
directions are followed. The w ater 
should be brought to boiling as quick­ 
ly as possible and kept boiling stead­ 
ily throughout the canning period. 
“ Any jar suitable for use in home 
canning (and only those with names 
lettered on them are suitable) may 
be used for water bath 
processing. 
Mason jars may be sealed with one 
piece zinc cap and rubber— if you 
can find the caps— with 
glass 
top 
seal or with two-piece vacuum seal 
caps. Glass top seal closures 
and 
vacuum caps seal on the top edge 
of the jar, therefore it is necessary 
to make sure the top edges of 
the 
jars are even, smooth, and perfect in 
every respect. The bands are screw­ 
ed down tight on the vacuum seals 
as soon as the jars are filled to with­ 
in from one to one-half inch of the 
top, and should not 
be 
tightened 
again 
Zire cups nr** screwed down 
on the rubber bands and then loos­ 
ened slightly. Bands for glass 
top 
seal- are screwed down 
and 
then 
loosened. This tightening and loos­ 
ening is called"* ‘partly sealing’ and 
should alw-ays be done before 
jars 
are placed in a canner. Seals 
are 
completed by 
tightening 
caps or 
bands immediately a fte r processing. 
“ Then there is the ja r with a glass 
lid and rubber ring held 
in 
place 
with wires— it is ideal for canning, 
especially when fitted 
with 
high- 
tension, stretch-proof, steel wire. 
It 
is partly sealed before and complete­ 
ly seated afte r processing. 
“ Th' se who select vegetables that 
are young, tender, and right out^of 
the garden, and waste no time 
in 
washing them clean, 
cooking 
them 
five ti) ten minutes, and pouring in­ 
to clean, hot j a r s 
and 
processing 
immediately, 
will live to laugh at 
those who say it can’t bt* done. It is

The Texaff Safety Association made 
that appeal to patriotic I exans to­ 
day in launching a statewide cam­ 
paign against Fourth of July acci­ 
dents that waste man power, 
ma­ 
terial and time vital to victory. 
Thirty-eight statewide 
organiza­ 
tions are joining with the 
Associa­ 
tion in the greatest mass attack on 
holiday accidents ever made in this 
state. 
Public officials, safety leaders and 
citizens throughout the 
state 
are 
being asked to enlist in this holiday 
campaign in a united effort to pte- 
vent accidents which last year took 
a toll of 87 lives in July alone. 
Wartime travel restrictions 
and

“ Renegotiation ” 
Might Touch You 


Under no other circumstances is 
the fine spirit of neighborly co­ 
operation shown to better advantage 
in a rural community than in the 
case of fire or other calamity. This 
friendly spirit is not based upon per­ 
sonal interest, but upon the deep 
sympathy that just naturally arises 
in case of disaster. Of course, there 
is a personal interest if the fire 
threatens our own property, but we 
like to think this unity of spirit in 
our rural life is typical of America. 
There is this same community of 
interest between industry, labor and 
agriculture, although sympathy for 
each other’s troubles seldom comes 
to the surface. 
Every farm er knows that his best 
m arket for the produce of his farm 
is our local domestic m arket. 
He 
depends upon this domestic m arket 
to consume over 90 per cent of what 
our American farms produce each 
year. 
If anything happens to his 
domestic m arket, like Hie depression 
and loss of employment in the early 
thirties, agriculture is at once af­ 
fected. 
On the other hand, if any­ 
thing happens to the buying power of 
agriculture, industry is hurt just as 
badly. 
. 
Right now congress is considering 
the renegotiation of all government 
contracts. 
The law was passed on 
April 28, 1942. 
Some people are 
urging that these new renegotiation 
bureaus should examine contracts 
made 
long 
before 
the 
law was 
passed. 
Take the case of a contract made 
in 1940. 
The work has been done 
and paid for; taxes have been paid 
to the government on the profits, if 
any; labor has been paid and the 
money balance distributed either in 
repairs to plant or perhaps paid in 
dividends to stockholders. 
Danger of Retroactive Measures. 
Suppose that same thing happened 
to our local store, or even to our 
farmers themselves. 
Suppose the 
prices we received for our crops, or 
the conservation payments by the 
government for 1941 or 1940 were 
suddenly to be “renegotiated.’’ 
Ev­ 
ery farmer has either fed out or 
sold his crop, purchased new ma­ 
chinery or perhaps painted the barn, 
or bought a new dress for his wife. 
lf, under a retroactive law, he were 
suddenly put up against the threat 
of renegotiation, all of his credit, and 
perhaps even his investment would 
be disturbed. 
No one wants unfair profits or ex­ 
cessive dividends out of war con­ 
tracts. Investigation has shown that 
over 95 per cent of industry and 
business made no excessive profits 
out of the war. 
Certainly no farm ­ 
ers have received excessive prices 
tor farm crops. 
Now Is the Time for Unity 
We want to get on with this war. 
We m ust have unity. Unity is based 
upon mutual confidence in our gov­ 
ernment and in each other. We are 
all looking forward to a return of 
peace after the war has been won. 
We will then want to resume our 
domestic m arkets, replace worn-out 
farm machinery and resume our 
normal trade relationships. 
Indus­ 
try and business will need all of 
their 
American 
ingenuity 
and 
strength to provide jobs wrhich, in 
turn, furnish our domestic m arket 
after the war. 
True, renegotiation at present is 
applied only to industry and con­ 
tracts with the government. But we 
all recognize the good old American 
principle that what is sauce for the 
goose is sauce for the gander. 
If business contracts can be re­ 
negotiated under a law passed long 
after the business contracts were 
made, how about the sanctity of our 
own contracts? 
Just now the fire seems far from 
our own neighborhood, but if we look 
closely, our domestic markets, both 
now and after the war, are involved. 
We can well take time off to show 
a little neighborly spirit and help 
put out the fire.

Today’s 
problem 
of 
manpower 
m eans as much to the farm er with 
one hired hand, or the merchant with 
a single clerk, as it does to the in­ 
dustrialist who employs a thousand 
persons. 
It is all a m atter of pro­ 
portion. 
The war program has reached 
such a stupendous size that the 
proper distribution of manpower as­ 
sumes as much importance as the 
right use of steel, oil, rubber, or 
any 
other 
essential 
material 
or 
product. 
It has been such a short time 
since there was more manpower 
than industry and agriculture could 
absorb that we may be a bit slow 
in waking up to the fact that today 
each m an and woman who can be 
used to help in the battle of produc­ 
tion is needed, and needed badly. 
For the benefit, then, of 'farmers 
whose crops and livestock will suf­ 
fer this year if manpower is not re­ 
plenished; for the benefit of the 
arm ed services which have set their 
sights at possibly IO million in uni­ 
form before 1944; for the benefit of 
the factories which must turn out 
ammunition, shoes, clothing, sup­ 
plies and processed foods in ever- 
increasing quantities for fighters, ci­ 
vilians and allied nations, a careful 
stock-taking 
of manpower 
is re­ 
quired. 
Where Manpower Is Wasted 
Our new Congress must make 
sure that those in charge of this 
task, in Washington, cast about to 
see where able-bodied people are 
being needlessly employed. 
And in 
that city of Washington these au­ 
thorities are now rubbing elbows 
with thousands of clerks, auditors, 
stenographers and others who could 
be used elsewhere without interfer­ 
ing with the war effort in any meas- 
ure. 
Recent figures showed that there 
were 2,606,300 persons on the civil­ 
ian payroll of the federal govern­ 
ment. 
This is not only a million 
more than were in our armed forces 
in foreign lands at the time the 
President made his address at the 
opening of the present Congress, but 
it is three times as many as were 


on the government’s civilian payroll 
during the first World War. 
Of 
course this is a bigger war, but 
that only furnishes an even greater 
reason why the government should 
lead in conserving manpower for 
our farms and factories. 
The “ Renegotiation” Law 
A single measure, introduced in 
Congress last year, would requite 
thousands of new' payrollers to carry 
out its provisions. 
This was the 
act providing that the Army, Navy 
and Maritime commission should 
each check its war contracts so that 
renegotiation could be demanded in 
cases of excessive charges. 
The purpose of this legislation to 
make sure that the government wa* 
S not paying too much for its materi- 
1 als 
and 
supplies—was 
not ques­ 
tioned. 
But the proposed method of 
rechecking all war contracts called 
for the hiring of such a large num ­ 
ber of new federal employees that 
amendment* to tho bill were quickly 
demanded. 
Although the bill has been re­ 
written and amended, it still places 
upon the Army, Navy and Mari­ 
time commission so much of the re­ 
sponsibility for re-examining their 
contracts that thousands of new au­ 
ditors and accountants would be 
needed. 
This violates the principle 
that united war effort calls for the 
placing of every available man and 
woman in productive work, at the 
same time helping to keep the tax­ 
payers’ federal load as light, as pos­ 
sible, consistent with wartime de­ 
mands. 
An acceptable amendment to this 
law—not yet adopted—would leave 
jt to the Department of Internal 
Revenue to uncover instances of ex­ 
cess profit. 
By using this estab­ 
lished checking system, the other 
departments would not have to hire 
extra people to wade through the 
95 per cent or more of war contracts 
which are honestly and conscien­ 
tiously executed. 
Here is but one example of how 
manpower 
can 
be 
conserved 
in 
these days when the efforts of all 
must be directed toward winning 
the war.
